“The last four weeks have been one 
cif the worst periods ever experienc­ 
ed in that business. 
The demand 
suffered a further relapse, prices de-4 
dined in spite of the attempted sta ­ 
bilization, and production schedules 
were reduced to a point less than 25 
per cent of the industry's capacity. 
Shipbuilding plants are in the throes 
of still greater depression; 
no new 
orders are being 
received, opera­ 
tions are confined to the completion 
of ships already under construction, 
and many old orders are being can­ 
celled. 
Demand Is Poor 


“The demand for petroleum, both 
crude and refined, is poor, and that I 
fur bituminous and anthracite coal ! 
but little better. Building operations 
are still hampered by the strike in 
the allied trades and, as a result, 
sales of building materials are small. 
Textiles are in a much better posi­ 
tion but their condition has not im ­ 
proved since last month. 
Silk goods I 
are moving in good volume at firm 
quotations, and the raw silk market i 
has recovered from its recent decline. 
The call for cotton and woolen goods 
is fair, but yarns and the raw stocks 
are moving slowly. 
Knit goods, as a

The big Martin bombing plane was 
flying from 
Dayton, O., to W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. 
The field here is a regu­ 
lar Government landing field, and the 
plane, in charge of lieutenants C. R. 
Mel yes and T. Ii. Bunton, stopped 
here Saturday because 
of a heavy 
storm it encountered. 
Resuming its flight to W ashington, 
the plane had just started its ascent 
and had gone scarcely 300 yards and 
was about 30 feet from the grounds 
when it suddenly listed to one side 
and dropped. Occupants pf the 
auto­ 
mobiles parked on the field and other 
spectators had no time to gain places 
of safety, so unexpected was the acci­ 
dent. Nearly 25 persons, according to

caught beneath the falling plane, one 
of 
the largest 
types 
used by

Both fell on the ground clear of the 
plane. 
The injuries of neither are 
regarded as serious. 
Blast Follows Crash 
As the plane struck the

biles there was a crash of splintering 
wood, followed by a terrific explosion ! 
of one of the three tanks of gasoline. 
Thick clunds of smoke and hot ton­ 
gues of flame made attempts at res­ 
cue impossible. 
Following the first 
explosion there was a series of explos­ 
ions as tanks of the burning automo­ 
biles let go. 
Just as the plane crashed upon the 
automobiles a lam bert airplane own­ 
ed by H.
